He had 
been a missionary among the Indians for 
twenty-five years. 

THE Ohio Congressional Apportionment 
bill, giving the Democrats twelve districts 
and the Republicans nine, became a law 
on the 7th. 

Hon. RIcHARD NELSON (colored), pro- 
prietor of the Galveston (Tex.) Spectator, 
was ejected from a train on the Texas & 
St. Louis Road on the 7th because he re- 
fused to ride in the smoking-car. He 
would sue for damages. 

A POPULAR subscription was started, at 
Boston on the 7th to erect a statue to Wen- 
dell Phillips. 

Mrs. STRATTON, widow of Tom Thumb, 
on the 7th applied to the Mayor of New 
York for permission to open a museum. 

Rev. W. G. Lane, of Halifax, N. S., re- 
cently married a soldier and his sweet- 
heart without a license, and after a few 
days the bridegroom deserted his wife be- 
cause the union was illegal. The clergy- 
man has been ordered to pay a penalty of 
two hundred dollars. 

THE Mississippi River Convention, held 
at Washington, passed resolutions on the 
7th declaring it the duty of tne Govern- 
ment to so improve the great river and its 
tributaries as to permanently secure safe 
navigation, and expressing the belief that 
the system now being prosecuted under 
the Secretary of War was the one most 
generally approved. 

GENERAL W. T. SHERMAN was on the 8th 
placed on the retired list of the army, hav- 
ing reached sixty-five yearsof age. 

COLORED citizens of Bloomington, IIl., 
have issued an address to the voters of 


their race in the Northern States, urging a 
conference at Pittsburgh, April 29, to con- 
sider the growth of political despotism in 
the South. 

DoNORUE, a member of the New York 
Legislature, went to Montreal toattend the 
ice-carnival, and was arrested on the 8h 
for complicity in the Fenian raid of 1866.

OFFICIAL dispatches of the 8th from Ton- 
quin announce that the rebels in the prov- 
inces of Namdinh and Son'‘ay have been 
dispersed with heavy losses, The rebel 
leader Dedoc was wounded and took refuge 
in Bac-Ninh. Between four hundred and 
five hundred rebels were slain. At Scava- 
low nests of pirates had been destroyed 
and many were killed.

LATER NEWS. 

In the Senate onthe 11th Senator

of United States Judges. Among numer- 
ous bills introduced was one defining the 
powers of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion and authorizing the appropriation of 
land necessary to its work. In the House 
the following were among the bills intro- 
duced: Tolimit the number of naval ca- 
dets; to provide for leasing desert lands in 
Colorado; to abolish the electoral college. 
A resolution was offered calling for the 
official report on the investigation of Arch- 
itect Hill’s office. The Military Academy 
bill was reported. <A joint resolution 2p- 
propriating $300,0'0 for the flood sufferers 
called out considerable speech-making and 
was adopted 233 to 12. 

THE continuance of heavy rains in 
the watershed of the Ohio indicates that the 
flood will probably exceed the worst ap- 
prehensions that have hitherto been in- 
dulged. The high-water mark of last year 
at Cincinnati was passed at one o’clock on 
the 1lth, and the rise has kept right on, 
with big water coming down all the tribu- 
taries. Those who had been most indiffer- 
ent began to grow excited, as the entirely 
unprecedented flood carried with it ele- 
ments of danger never before encountered. 
Factories were stopping in the city and 
many neighboring towns were almost 
drowned out.

THE WASTE OF WATERS. 


The Situation in the Inaundated Districts— 
Cont:nued Rains Increase the Volume of 
Water, Spreading Destruction and Deso- 
lation in its Path—Reports from Various 
Points Indicating the General State of 
Affairs. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 10. 

The flood of 1832 was surpassed at one 
o’clock this morning, and the river has 
been rising almost constantly all day. 
There is bardly a shadow of doubt that the 
mark of last year will be reachad and 
passed within the next thirty hours. In- 
deed, at eight o’clock to-night the prospects 
decidedly indicate a more rapid rise to- 
night than during the day, for, in addtion 
toreports of continuous rises at points 
above, rain has been falling steadily since 
four o’clock. It is not heavy, but persist- 
ent enough to indicate an all-night rain. 
The same condition exists at Ripley and 
Maysville, fifty and sixty miles up the 
river. Therain, if it continues all night, 
will exert a decided influence on the stage 
of water here, as side streams will be pour- 
ing in additional fioods, 

CINCINNATI, Midnight, Feb. 10, 

The stage of the river is 65 feet 44 inches. 
Brisk rains falling. The water-works’ de- 
partment will order all the hydraulic ele- 
vators stopped to-morrow. The big Shields’ 
pumping engine is the only one that can 
work in this stage of the flood. Sixty-six 
feet ten inches will stopit, andthereservoir 
has five days’ supply in it. 

GALLIPOLIS, O., Feb. 10. 

The river is rising three-fourths of an 
{Inch per hour. Itis raining heavily at5 
p.m. The water is now seven feet above 
the high water of last year. The steamer 
Telephone went to the relief of Point Pleas- 
ant to-day. That town is completely sub- 
merged. The inhabitants have gone to 
high ground. Cheshire, Addison and oth- 
er small towns are suffering in the same 
way. 

WHEELING, W. VA., Feb. 10. 

The river has receded more slowly than 
expected, and part of the city and country 
above and below are still under water, 
though the inhabited portion for the most 
partis dry. The disappearance of the wa- 
ter reveals the extent of the ravages of the 
flood and the sight exposed to the eye to- 
day is indeed disheartening. Huge rocks, 
board piles, trees, driftwood and small 
shanties cover parts of many streets and 
hundreds of large houses and barns are 
gathered at points where the surface of the 
water was obstructed by trees. Fifty 
houses are jammed upon and against each 
other at the south end of thecity. The 
Baltimore and Ohio track between here and 
Benwood was covered with buildings and 
drift which were pulled to pieces by en- 
gines to clear the track. 

A bottle was found to-day with the names 
of four young ladies, said to be drowning 
at the time the card was written. As no- 
body knows the persons, they are believed 
fey have been those from a point woths 
“farewell, friends,” and the names of An- 
nie Clark, Mollie Scage, Minnie Hawk and 
Bernie Rabit. 

The first mail since Wednesday, four 
tons, has arrived. Boats and a few trains 
on the roads least damaged have opened 
communication with the outside world. All 
the blankets in the city have been distrib- 
uted to homeless sufferers. Thereis a great 
scarcity of bed clothes. Country people 
on both sides of the river are doing their 
utmost to supply the needy with provi- 
sions. Wagons loaded with provisions are 
arriving here and at Benwood, Bellaire, 
Bridgeport and Martin’s Ferry, all day, 
from points as far back as twenty miles 
south. Probably 20,000 people are to be 
fed and clothed from Wellsburg to Mounds- 
ville. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 10. 

At 10:30 p. m. the river was forty feet 
five inches in the channel and rising slow- 
ly. It has risen two inches since two p. m. 
It has been raining steadily all day and is 
raining now. It is moderating slightly. 
The general situation is unchanged both 
here and at New Albany and Jeffersonville. 
The rainfall here to-day was 6.1. Therain- 
fall since 1.05 a. m. Monday was 6.38. The 
rainfall since two o’clock this afternoon 
was half an inch. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Feb 10. 

The rapid rise in the river at all points is 
causing great uneasiness and much alarm 
in this section. A telegram was received 
to-day by Captain. W. L. Marshall, United 
States engineer, in charge of this district, 
from the office of the chief engineer at 
Washington, inquiring concerning the ap- 
proaching flood, and asking the condition 
of the Louisiana levees from the State line 
to Red river, and the expected height of 
the flood. It was answered by Captain. Mar- 
shall that it was feared thatthe water 
would attain such a height as to seriously 
threaten the levees, but that all gaps in the 
Louisiana levees, from Ashton to Vicks- 
burg, are closed, except a gap formed by 
a cave at Judge Montgomery’s, four miles 
below Lake evidence. Here a “run 
around” is being built by the State of 
Louisiana, but the work is rather back- 
ward. 

The United States engineer in charge of 
the district states that if the State authori- 
ties are not prevented by contractors from 
receiving such assistance, he will take the 
responsibility of it at once, Sag a force 
upon this crevasse if needed. Information 
was received at the engineer’s office here 
to-day to the effect that the Opossum Fork 
leyee in Arkansas, for want of sufficient 
means, will not, it understood, be in a con- 
dition to withstand as high water as last 
year, over 200,000 cubic yards being still 
required to complete that levee to one foot 
above the high water of 1882. 

The main gap in that important line, how- 
ever, will be closed, and the quantity of 
water inundating Northern Louisiana will 
be much reduced. The levees in the Second 
Mississippi district are in better condition 
than ever before in the history of the levees 
in this State, but the head of the Yazoo 
basin is still open in the Upper Mississippi 
district. The water is now flowing into the 
St. Francis basin and will begin to inun- 
date the lowlands in the Upper Mississippi 
district at about thirty-three feet on the 
Memphis gauge at Lewisburg swamp in 
Coahoma County, below Friars’ Point, and 
at numerous places in Coahoma, De Soto 
and Tenoa Counties about the same _ stage. 
At present rates it will be several days or 
a week before the river will begin to inflict 
any damage, as the rise will not reach the 
Upper Mississippi district much before tiat 
time. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10. 


A meeting of Congronmmee from Ohio, 
Kentucky and West Virginia was held to- 
day to take steps to secure an immediate 
appropriation for the relief of sufferers by 
the flood inthe Ohio Valley.

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Three Remarkable Eseapes. 





On the journey between Ogden and 
‘an Francisco I made the acqua ntance 
of an early settler in California. He 
wus a lawyer and full of reminiscences 
of txe early administration of law in the 
State. It seems to have worked con- 
sistently, so as to give the odd chance 
to the criminal. Three escapes are 
worth recording. The first happened 
at Esmeralda, a town near the border 
of Nevada and California. A man was 
being tried for murder, a very bad case. 
Esmeralda being at the tme under- 
stood to be in California, the Judges. 
Sherifis and jury were all from that 
State. The case for the prosecution 
was concluded, there was literally no 
defense, and the fate of the prisone- 
seemed sealed. _The Judge was about 
to address the jury, when the official 
surveyors, who had been working in 
the neighborhood for some days, ar- 
rived in the court and announced that 
Esme alda wasin Nevada. ‘‘Then, 
centleman,” said the Jud ze, rising and 
reaching out for his hat, ‘1 don’t know 
that I’ve any business here.” ‘I 
reckon, Judge, that we’ve none either,” 
said the jury, beginning to disperse. ‘I 
eue-s I'm in the wrong box, too,”’ said 
the prisoner, and out he went with. the 
crowd, and was not seen in the neigh- 
borhood any more. 

In the secon case the prisoner got 
off by an oversight of the Judge. This 
happened at Sacramento. The man 
had been caught red-handed in the act 
of murder, but in accordance with the 
possibilities of American law had been 
hailed out. At the s‘tting of the court 
the man surrendered, and the responsi- 
bility of his bondsman there ended. 
This was a preliminary inquiry, and 
what the Judge had to decide was 
whether the man should be held to an- 
swer the charge before a jury, a process 
akin to our magisterial inquiry. After 
hearing the evidence the Judge ‘hela 
the prisoner to answer,’ but omitted 
the next formula of delivering him into 
the custody of the Sheriff. It was ac- 
cordingly the business of only a single 
person to look after the prisoner. That 
person was himself, and judging he 
would be better outside, be walked out 
and has not since been captured. 

The third case is less nearly connect- 
ed with legal formula. A Sheri had 
after a hot chase caught 2 prisoner 
charged with shooting a fellow-practi- 
tioner at the bar of a hotel. As there 
was some talk of rescue, the Sheriff, a 
determined fellow, spared no precau- 
tion. He had the prisoner bound and 
carried into a substantial log hut. Arm- 
ing himself to the teeth he determined 
to keep watch hmself through the 
night. He barricaded the door, and for 
greater safety slept across it, placing 
his prisoner in the corner remotest from 
the door. ‘I guess, ’ he said, as he lay 
down, ‘‘if th vy take the boy thev’]lhave 
to stride over my body.”’ At daybreak 
he was awakened by a cold draught, 
and looking round saw that he was the 
sole cecupant of the hut. The prison- 
er’s friends had raised one corner of 
the hut with a screw-jack, the prisoner 
had rolled himself out, and was already 
well across the border.—Cor. London 
News.

Cover with boiling 
water and set on the hearth, with a 
close top over the bow], for at least one 
hour. The crackers should be almost 
clear and soft as jelly, but not broken. 
Fat from the bowl, with more sugar 
sprinkled in if you wish it. If properly 
made, this panada is very nice.—De- 
fruott To t. 

The cake whi h is a favorite with 
s> many people—the layer cake with 
chopped raisins in boiled frosting be- 
twe n the layers may be varied de- 
licously inthis way:  Livide the frost- 
ing in two parts; in one put the chopped 
raisins. in the other put citron which 
you have cut in little slices that are just 
as thin as it is possible to shave them.

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Feeding Corn to Fowls. 

In feeding for winter laying, the first 
rule is that fowls will not lay when fed 
on corn alone. The next thing is to 
know what, when, and how to feed 
them. The ‘*‘feed ng of who!e corn and 
nothing else’’ does make weak fowls in 
the spring. ‘The ‘owls stop just short of 
producing egg-, while feed. ng corn with 
oiher food brings better results, At the 
same time fowls can not, or will not, 
lay w.thout the corn. Asstated before, 
corn is the staple grain, and when kept 
within their reach they will consume a 
less quantity than when it is thrown 
daily to them with no other feed. 
There is a difference between feeding 
fowls for laying and for fattening. Yet 
a certain amount of fat isa necess ty, 
and they willregulate this matter them- 
selves if allowed the privilege. 

Nature in ths case is the better 
teacher. Where the tirst feed is given 
With regularity in the morning, fowls 
that are in health and well fed will not 
fill the crops to repletion on whole corn; 
but one that is half starved. or only sees 
corn once or twice a day, will do it as 
often as the occasion offers. Vegetable 
food, animal diet, and milk when it can 
be aflorded, are appreciated and _ re- 
quired by laying fowls. If these varied 
diets are given, and corn is kept within 
reach, they will take it as nature or the 
appetite prompts. If the corn is kept 
from them, they are apt to overload 
when it is given. For this reason poul- 
try keepers should give in winter both 
animal and vezeiable food, allowing 
only a scant ration of corn once a day. 
My meaning is to feed sufficient other 
diets, so that the fowl will not partake 
too freely of the corn. I feed corn once 
a day, and that at night, in cold 
weather, when they will consume more 
than in warm weather. If fed other 
grains, which also ate necessary for 
egg-production, or buckwheat, the con- 
sumption of corn is much less; still they 
require some corn. 

The object in feeding laying hens isto 
produce strength without making at the 
same time an excess of fat. There is 
also a difference in breeds. A rule 
which would apply to one class of fowls 
would not do for another. ‘To non-set- 
ters (which ave the continuous layers) 
there is little danger of an over feeding 





of corn, if other food is given in sutti-e 


cient quantity and regularity. Fowls 
should never be neglected when con- 
fined; neither should they be stinted in 
quantity of drink. To the Asiaties the 
rule of only a scant ration of corn once 
aday might be applied, while the op- 
posite rule would apply to the-smaller 
breeds. The “‘scant ration of corn once 
a day”’ is intended to apply to egg pro- 
duction. In ‘‘winter-feeding of fowls” 
the keeping of corn within their,reach 
is advocated.— Country Gentleman.

A MODERN RESURRECTION.
